WASHINGTON. — In a formal and festive White 
House welcoming ceremony honouring Israel’s Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin, President Gerald Ford yes- 
terday pledged America’s strong future commitment 
to Israel’s survival and security. ‘We shall continue to 
stand with Israel. We are committed to Israel’s survi- 
val and security,” the President declared. 

At that moment, hundreds of invited spectators who 
had gathered around the honour guard of five branches 
of the US. military service, burst into prolonged 


applause. 

Premier Rabin, who arrived in 
Washington yesterday, to begin 
erucial talks with U.S. leaders de- 
signed to maintain the Middle Hast 
diplomatic momentum, was led by 
President Ford to the White House 


minute working session. Inside the 
Office, in the first few minutes, 
newsmen overheard the President 
chatting to the Prime Minister 
about mutual friends. The two men 
had been close, during RFabin's 
five and a half year tenure as 
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dent Ford said many Americans 
had a close personal relationship and 
association with Premier Rabin’s 
fellow citizens in Israel. “We hope 
and trust that thla relationship wili 
grow and expand. 

“Over the last few months there 
has been a movement in the Middle 
Bast for ἃ lasting and durable peace. 
Israel has been helpful. We hope 
and trust that in the months ahead 
the foundation which has been laid 
will be built up. We want, you want, 
others throughout the world want 
— a Jasting and durable peace in 
the Middle East. The first steps have 
been taken, others will follow and 
I am certain and positive that as 
we meet here in the next few days, 
we can contribute to a better and 
firmer peace in the Middle East,” 
President Ford said. 

Rabin replied that he was grate- 
ful for the American Invitation to 
come to Washington, where he was 
no stranger. President Ford, who 
had recently assumed office, could 
appreciate the bilities which 
are on his shoulders. 

“Ever since the renewal of Jew- 
ish Independence,” Rabin said, Is-

Game takes to hills 
as season opens 


By ZE'EV SCHUL 
Jerussiem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Some three thou- 
sand local hunters, armed with 
an assortment of shotguns, hunt- 
ing knives and fringed leather 
game pouches, may now pursue 
following | th caine The 
e ope! of the 
hunting season this week. 

The hunters will not, however, 
have things entirely their way. 
The lUcence is only given after 
hunters can prove they know the 
protected species. These include 
both local species of gazelles, a 
considerable variety of fowl and 
other zoological rarities. The 
hunters must als> keep out of 
wildlife sanctuaries, including the 
Bula erea, and a 500 metre 
radius of inhabitated areas. 

The hunters may only use 
shotguns — which d> not nor- 
mally exceed a 70-yard range. 
They are forbidden to hunt at 
night, with or without spotlights 
{used to blind the animals) or 
pursue animalg with vehicles. 
Explosives, traps, balts and all 
rified weapons, including small- 
calibre types are all forbidden. 
Offenders are Mable to fines of 
up to IL5,000 and/or one year 
jail sentences. 

Big game in this country is 
led by wild boar, found in rela- 
tive abundance alonz the entire 
length of the Jordan valley and 
nearby. ‘Boar hunting can be quite 
dangerous and wounded animais 
have been known to charge and 


seriously injure their pursuers. 
Other succulent, although non- 
kasher, game Includes porcupine, 
considered a delicacy and trea- 
sured for its quills which make 
excellent fishing line floats. 

The permissible game birds in- 
clude lake coots, Mafard, ducks 
and topping the list, the partrid- 
ges which are particularly abun- 
dant in the area north of Beer- 
sheba. Farmers consider the hand- 
somely plumed bird a pest be- 
cause it feeds on peaches, plums 
and other fruits, Hares (there 
are no wild rabbits) are another 
palatable target, popular because 
they are easy to skin and draw. 

Uzy Paez of the Nature Fe- 
serves Authority explained that 
many varieties of smaller game 
had multiplied with the practical 
disappearance from Israel of pre- 
dators, especially jackals and hye- 
unas, following mass poisonings 
carried out in the 50’s as part of 
an anti-rables campaizn. 

The jackals and hyenas are 
making a comeback, but only 
gradually, and the eerle sound of 
their plaintive wailing and cackl- 
ing laughter, formerly typical of 
the nights here, is heard only in 
few isolated areas.

ATHENS (Reuter). — The Athens 
coroner yesterday ruled out the pas- 
sihility of sabotage in the crash 
last Sunday of a Trans World Air- 
lings Boeing 707 in which 88 people 
died. 

‘The coroner, Demetrios Kapsaskis, 
said that after performing post mor- 
tems on some of the crash victims 
he! was satisfied there had been πὸ 
in-flight explosion. 

The post mortems established 
that they died of injuries sustained 
when the plane actually crashed, 
Mr, Kapsaskis said. The bodies also 
showed no burns or shrapnel marks 
which would indicate an explosion 
before the crash impact. 

_A message purporting to come 
fram the ΟἹ of Arab Ne- 
tionalist Youth for the Liberation of 
Palestine had claimed responsibility 
for the crash because of a bomb 
on board. 

However, the Palestine Liberation 
Organization in Beirut said it had 
ny. links with such a group end 
Igbelled the claim a Zionist bid to 
discredit the Palestine cause. 

‘The plane crashed into the Ionian 
Sea shortly after leaving Athens on 
a routine flight from Tel ‘Aviv to 
New York. All of the 79 passengers 
and crew of nine died. 

A three-man committee of ‘the 


US. National Transportation Safety 
Board as weil as FBI officials also 
Ihave examined the 24 bodies re- 
covered so far from an area 100 kms. 
west of the Ionian island of Cep- 
halonia. : 

The bodies were picked up by 
Greek ships and units of the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet. 

Mr. GKapsaskis said the recovered 
bodies floated because the victims 
had unlocked their seat belts. He 
presumed the other bodies had gone 
down with the plare in 3,000 metres 
deep water. None of the bodies was 
wearing a life preserver. -

NwWw YORK (AP). — During ne- ex-President’s disbarment, Its pre: . 


gotiations over President Nixon's 
pardon, White House lawyers un- 
successfully tried to persuade Mr, 
Nixon to make a full statement on 
his role in Watergate, the “New 
York Times” said yesterday. 

Quoting what it described as 4 
reliable source, the newspaper said 
in a dispatch from San Clemente, 
Calif, that “Mr, Nixon was asked 
by President Ford's lawyers to 
make what the former President 
regarded as “publHe confession of 
triminal guilt, He angrily refused, 
and subsequent negotiations between 
the two camps caused a delay in 
reaching an agreement on the 
eventual pardon.” 

However, the newspaper report- 
ed that John Hushen, Deputy White 
House press secretary, said in 
Washington on Monday night that 
the White House did not seek a 
statement from Nixon in conjunc- 
tion with his pardon. 

“There was no quid pro quo re- 
garding the pardon," Huahen was 
quoted as saying in the “Times.” 
“There were no requests or de- 
mands that he issue a statement 
There was no negotiation and no 
delay.” 

‘But the newspaper said the White 
House wanted a full statement from 
Nixon to satlefy Congress and allow 
Ford to grant the pardon without 
major criticism. Nixon reportedly 
refused. A compromise was reached 
last Saturday night after a series of 
telephone calls between Washington 
and California. Nixon was allowed 
to acknowledge he was wrong with- 
out admitting to any criminal acts, 
the newspaper said. 

In Nixon's home state, the house 
of delegates of the California bar 
voted 347 to 169 in favour of a 
resolution which said President 
Ford's action “violates the principle 
that all persons stand equal before 
the law and presents a substantial 
threat that the confidence of our 
citizens in the American system of 
justice will be undermined.” 

Two hours before the vote, Nix- 
on'’s attorney announced that the 
former President planned to resign 
his bar membership in California and 
New York. Nixon decided some 
time ago that he would not prac- 
tise law, said Los Angeles attorney 
Dean Butler, denying that Nixon 
made the move to avoid possible 
disbarment.
